Twelve Passengers Killed and Many 


More Iiijnred—W. J. Bryan 


ou One of the Trains. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., September 8.—A 


special to tbe Times from Emporia, 
Kea., flays: One of tbe worst wrecks in 
the history of the Santa Fe road occurred 
three mileB east of here about 7.30 
o'clock tonight. Twelve to fifteen per- 
son* were killed and as many more were 
badly hurt. 


Tbe fast mail train going east and the 


Mexico and California express, west- 
bound, collided head on. The Muxico 
and California express was pulled by 
two locomotives and when they struck 
tbe engine drawing the fast mail the 
boilers of all three engine-) exploded and 
tore a hole in tbe ground so deep that 
the smoking car of the west-bound train 
went iu oil top of the three engines and 
two wrecked mail cars' and balanced 
there without turning over. 


The passengers in the smoking car es- 


caped through the windows. Tha front 
end of thia car was enveloped in a vol- 
ume of stifling emoko and steam belch- 
ing up from tho wreck bolow and the 
rear door waa jammed tight in tho wreck 
of the car behind. Tbe wreck caught 
from the engines. The cars in the hole 
and the smoking car burned tn ashes in 
a very short time. In climbing from tbe 
smokiiig car several men fell through 
the rifts iu tho wreck below, and it ia 
impossible to tell whether they escaped 
or were burned to death. 


Tha westbound train carried eight 


coaches and its passengers included 
many excursionists who had been to 
heir Hon. \V. J. Bryan speak at the 
county fair at Burlintjame. Mr. Bryan 
himself was on the train but was riding 
in tbe rear Pullman, some 400 feet from 
the cars which were wrecked. He states 
that nothing bnt a heavy jolt waa ex- 
perienced by the passengers in 
hia 


coach. 


Mr. Bryan waa one of the noblest men 


in tha crowd of rescuers. He helped to 
carry out tha dead and wounded and 
gava the greatest attention to their care. 
One poor fellow who waa badly maimed 
called to Mr.- Bryan and said: "I went 
to bear you today; I am dying now and 
want to (snake your hand and say God 
bleaa you. If you possibly can, Mr. 
Bryan, K«t me a uriuk of water." 


Mr. Bryan went into the fast mail car, 


one end of which was burning, and came 
out with the drink of water which he 
gave to tho suffering passenger. He 
brought out cushions for others of tbe 
injured and waa everywhere present to 
minister to tbe wants of the Buffering. 


It ia feared that nearly all of the seven 


mail clerks perished in tbe disaster, but 
so far only six bodies hava been taken 
from tbe wreck.

TRAMP SHOT 
IN THE LEG 


Two Deputies From San Joaquiu 


County on the Cars—The Passen- 


gers Unharmed. 


LATHKOP, Oal., September 8.—The 


Southern Pacific express tram No, 17 
from San Francieco to I^s Angeles was 
held up at a switch near Morrano at 9 
o'clock lira evening. Elaborate prep- 
arations had been made by the train 
robbers, who had piled ten ties across 
tbe track and hud eet the pile on tire. 
As the train slowed up, the robbers, 
who were standing beside a fence near 
;he track, fired five shots at the traiu 
moo. A tramp riding on top of the baa- 
gage car waa shot in the hip, the only 
lerson wounded. Two deputy sheriffs 
who happened to be on tbe traiu, tried 
to return the fire, but too robbera be- 
coming frightened, ran across the fields 
n the direction of the San Joafioin river, 
without making any further attempt to 
loot the traiu. The deputy nherifid left 
the train at Ripon, and areor^au/zine; a 
posse to pursue thu robbera. 


RIPOX, Gil.,Septembers.—The eoutb- 


lound express train from San Francisco 
to Loa Anceles waa stopped here for 
twenty minutes tonight by a crude at- 
tempt to bold up tho train. At an open 
piano on the lino near .Morrano, five 
miles from hero, ton ties had been piled 
OD the track and. the wood ignited. Tbe 
;rain slowed up aa it- approached the 
jurniag pile, and two men who were 
Lurking buhind the feuco on tha side of 
the track fired aimlessly toward the 
;rain. One of the charges of buckshot 
entered the hip of a tramp who waa 
stealing a ride ou the top of one of the 


irfl. 
The attempted robbery w»a not un 


expected, the ties having been piled on 
tbe track in a similar manner a few 
nights ago. Anticipating a renewal of 
tbe attempt Sheriff Cunningham had 
placed two deputies on tbe train, one of 
whom waa riding in tbe cab.

loon aa the train stopped the deputy 
leaped from the cab and the robbers 
fled precipitately toward tbe San Joa- 


uin river, eight or* ten milea distant. 
Deputy Sheriffs Black and Wall could 


not Ret near enough to the robbers to 
open fire on them and tbe track being 
uninjured tbe train proceeded to this 
station, where the deputies took a trail 
to try to capture the robbers. It is re* 
ported here tbat late tonight the depu- 
ties had arrested a man under Buspicioi 
of being a member of the gang, and 
toot him with them by team to S tuck- 
ton. Tho injured tramp is being treated 
here and will probably recover. 


Tha pisaengera on tho train knew 


nothing of tbe trouble until the brief 
episode waa concluded.

WASHINGTON, 
September 
7.—The 


treasury department today made public 
tbe following letter from a government 
official now on hia way to tho eold fields, 
elating at the same time that the writer, 
whoaa name, which ia withheld had 
been twelve years in aorvico and waa 
thoroughly reliable: 


DYEA, August 22,1897. 


I deem it my duty to write yon on a 


subject that does not come strictly 
within my line of duty aa it trenc.iea 
somewhat on tbe functions of the treas- 
ury department. I have had a long talk 
with Mr. Ivey, collector of customs for 
Alaska, who is at present at Skuguay, 
three miles below here. The Skaguay 
trail is tbe moat largely used overland 
route (though by no means the best) to 
tbe Klondyko. 


Mr. Ivey informs me that there are 


now between tide water and lake some- 
thing like 4000 people and abous 2000 
horees.. The commander of one of tbe 


sola now at Skaguay states that six- 


teen vessels are charterftd to land cargoes 
at that place between now and Septem- 
ber liith and that the number of passen- 
gers will average 200 to each vessel, 
making 2300 more people who will at- 
tempt to go in this tall. 


"I bave talked withsomeof the moat 


experienced traders and miners in the 
v'clnity, and they ara unanimous in the 
prediction tbat not over 20 por cent of 
thia vast number will get through to 
Oawaon be tore winter seta in. Tbe 
other 80 psr cent will camp on tbe trail 
and those who survive and get back 
to tide water will have to winter at 
Skaguay or return south. If the rash 
continues two weeks longer hundreds ef 
people will perish. 


"Tbe postmaster and Indian trader at 


this place (Mr. Heron) states tbat more 
than 1000 men have gone up the Chil- 
coot pass during the past thirty daye, 
and that 703 of them are still this side 
of tbe lake, twenty-four milea from 
here. Vessels are arriving every day 
or two, and at the present rate of influx 
another thousand will enter tbe trail by 
September 10th. Mr. Heron is of the 
opinion that not more than twenty out 
of every 100 will get through, and says 
this trail ia\far more dangerous than 
the Skaguay after the snow Beta in. lie 
Bays if the rue1! continues another week 
tho loss of lifu will be appalling.

There ware not more than ft dozen 


passengers on the mail, all iu one coach, 
and while nona oi the?n were seriously 
injured their shaking up was terrible. 
Ever? seat ia tho coach waa torn, from 
tho floor, and many floor placka came 
up with theseata. 


One man, John flweanoy, was thrown 


over thrjn Feats and through a window, 
but escaped with only scratches and 
bruises. Tho other cars of the fast mail 
train, a baggage and an express, were 
totally wrecked. 


It is stated that the wreck was caused 


by a miscarriage of orders from the 
trainmaster. 
At Kmparia the east- 


bound fast mail train received orders to 
pass the California express at Lang, 
seven mil pa east. An order was sent to 
tuns for the California express to take 
the siding there, but tbia order was not 
delivered and the westbound 
train 


passed on, thu train men expecting to 
pass the fast T.ail at Emporia.

Tbere were a 
largo number of passengers, but nono of 
them Baemed tobave been Beared by the 
hold up. 


Conductor Bridges aaid: "The train 


waa running on time and bad reached a 
point close to Morrano in an open sandy 
country, where a man standing near the 
track fired fivo pistol shots iu quick suc- 
cession at the train. One of the shots 
struck a tramp who was. on top of the 
baggage car and wounded him in the 
hip. lie waa taken to Modesto." 


The place where the holdup occurred 


is just the aame as when the affair oc- 
curred last Saturday—same time, same 
apot, aame train. Sheriff Cunningham 
was not on the train tonigbt, but two of 
bia deputies were, and both of them 
were armed to the teeth. None of the 
passengers were alarmed. Tbe train 
was delayed less than half an honr.

VISALU, September 9.—Tbe comple- 


tion of the £&n Francisco and San Joa- 
quiu. Valley road to Viaalia was cele- 
brated today, fully b'.COO people assem- 
bling to participate in the festivities and 
witness tbe arrival oi the first passenger 
train. Nearly all the business honaea 
were elaborately decorated and flags and 
banners were numerous throughout tbe 
city. 


About 11 o'clock the first train, con- 


sisting nf ten passenger coaches and 
sixteen freight cars, arrived within the 
city limits, the engine gaily decorated. 
The whiitle of the engine wag responded 
to by factory whistles and church belle. 
Tbe train bronchi over two thousand 
pnBsecgare, including tho directors and 
officials of the road. 


At noon a parade waa held, including 


several National Guard companies and 
thfi fire departments of Tulare, Porter- 
villa and Yiealia. A barbecue and a 
baseball game followed 
tliu parade. 


Races and sports filled in the remainder 
of tho afternoon. 


A mass meeting was held in tbe even- 


ing, addressed by W. U. Alford of 
Viaalia and Stephen G. Nye of Oakland.

Tbe Southern PaclGc succeeded in retard- 
ing the progress of tbe town, and its de- 
sire for revenge was gratified for a num- 
ber of years, the county seat remaining 
at a standstill.

was aued put by J. J. MeKmncn, a 
miller, auainfit the board of trustees of 


tie city of Sacramento to compel them 
o pesa an ordinance for the holding of 
•rimary flections under the new Ktrat- 
on election law. Ttie petitioner's at- 
orney ia ex-Assemblyman L T. Hat- 
ield.~ The petition recites that the trns- 
eea have refused, and continue to re- 
use, to pass an ordinance incompliance 
nith the law, thereby threatening the 
>etitioner vrith the loaa of opportunity 
o vote for municipal officers this fall, 
aud U Ice wise endangering property and 
entailing expense of cosily mutation 
upon the city. Judge Hughes signed 
he order, making the writ returnable 
\t-l o'clock this afternoon. 


"At the hour named Trustees Leon- 


ird, Devine, Warhharat and Tenrush, 
who voted against the proposition, ap- 
peared ia court by counsel, and argu- 
ments were advanced for and against 
the question at stake. At the conclusion 
of thearenmenta the court announced 
bat a decision would be rendered at S 
o'clock tonitjht. 


At the evening aeesion of the court, 


lud^o Hughes, Judge Hart and Judge 
Johnson sitting en bane, the trustees 
were ordered to hold a meeting before 
12 o'clock tonight and pass the ordi- 
nance for holding a primary election un- 
ler the Stratton law. The board of 
trustees met aa ordered, and pursuant 
to the writ of mandamus issued by the 
enporior court-, passed an oniinttnco pro- 
'iding that the pritnnry election aliall 
je hold under the Stratton priniary 
election law. Subaequently a resolution 
was adopted against the advicB of the 
municipality's counsel, ordering that 
in appeal ha taken to the supreme 
lourt.

IRRIGATION 
RATES. 


Are Not Too High, but Distribution 


Is Poor. 


EDITOR REronLic.\.K:~In a recent is- 


sue you were kind enough to publish 
the position of a number of my neigh- 
bora to the Supervisors praying them to 
fix: a lower rate for tho water taken by 
.hem from the Fresno Canal and Irriga- 
.ion 
Company. I don't know what the 


eeling la with the majority of those sub- 
ject to the water tax of live bits an acre 
aer annum. I myself, after looking 
>ver the charges of other companiea, am 
nclmed to think it a very reasonable 
rate, provided we could get ttie water 
we have to pay for whether we get it or 
not. 


Other water couipaoiea mostly have 


some ono to enforce the equitable dis- 
tribution of the water in proportion to 
the acreage paid for. It appears as if 
;he otficera aud employee of this com- 
pany are not empowered to distribute 
the water, but to put it in the ditches, 
when they have it, and every one helps 
limaelf at hia own sweet will, regard- 
:OEB of the rights of anybody elee. With 
large ditchea full of water this arrange- 
ment should suit everybody, hut with 
smaller ditches tht> tuau at the end 
stands no chance at all. 


Mine ia a caeo in point just now. 


Three weeka ago I advised the company 
that I muet have water to eave my 
nursery stock, which waa fast dying out. 
The manager, kindly prominod to Bend 
to tho river and turn on an extra head 
of water en as to accommodate me with 
what I required. Tine water has for 
two weeke been Just on the eve of reach- 
ing mo. It baa boen in sight once or 
twice, 
but 
is 
not 
here 
yet. 


Iu the menu time my young treea 
are dying OUE every day. 


I pay n water tar of $237.50 per an- 


_ im. Some of the 
petitioners 
for 


cheaper ratea have ten acres of land and 
are ''hogging" all the water. Qua of 
them waa formerly so ravenous that he 
would cut my ditch and take the water 
away from me at any hour of the dny, 
until I finally had to plough in my ditch, 
and give up watering in that vicinity. 


Noiv, if the supervisors have power to 


fir ratea for water, they ought "to have 
power to authorize tbe water company 
to restrain these "waterfiends" wbo are 
DOC satisfied to eat all the water, hnt 
want it for a little leaa mouey. If the 
majority of the water takers are satisfied 
with this etate of affairs, then nothing 
can be done. T don't think it will be 
difficult, however, to obtain the requisite 
number of signatures to the petition in 
case tbe supervisors are favorably in- 
clined to give the water company the 
power to make a fair distribution of 
water.

make the bridge at some intermediate 
point, aay between Tulare and Kern 
streets and have a circular approach 
from both thoeo atreeta with au eaay 
rising grado.

Recorder Clark—I am entirely in sym- 


pathy with tho movement to have a 
bridge for wagons and buggies across the 
Southern Pacific tracks.

Freauo atreet 
tne place. 


City Trustee Chittonden—I am In 


favor of a bridge being built across tbe 
track, and I consider Freauo atreet the 
proper place. The street ia 100 feet 
wide nt that point and is altogether the 
ctost convenient both for the railroad 
company and for the drivers of buggiei 
and teams. I do not think there wil 
be much difficulty about it. When Mr 
Markham was here I had a conversatioi 
with him ou the subject and he assente( 
to my views that a bridge was necea 
eary, but thought tho citizens might ge 
in aud help him.

century iu its production. A note in tho 
beginning of the manuscript in Jars' 
handwriting indicates that lie began bis 
task iu 124-1 and did not conclude it till 
1294.

to a report that a lot of raieins of the 
vintage of 1898 had been fixed up and 
branded aa vintage of 1897 and ehipped. 
The club decided that it had no power 
to prevent sucb dishonest and ruinous 
practices; that the only feasible way to 
reach them would be to hava the next 
legislature amend thn Pure Food act of 
1895 so as to provide for the inspection 
of all raisins and dried fruit shipped, 
with power to condemn and destroy 
auch as were unfit for human food, and 
as part of that work to require the year

on that Madera ought to obtain its wa- 
ter supply from the San Joaquin river. 
3ut I now balieve, after a thorough in- 
vestigation, that with the eitenaive im- 
provement of the present system from 
Freano river the farmers will obtain a 
better service than they could U the wa- 
ter were derived from the San Joaqnin. 
On this river Miller A Lux have a prior 
right to all low water, and during this 
eeaeoc the Maderana would not be able 
to obtain water. 
A satisfactory serv- 


ice would by no means bs given, and the 
costuf this'syetem would be much more 
than to uee the water from Freano river. 
"I am sure that the project now un- 


der way to divert water from the Fresno 
river will give the county a supply that 
will he all that is needed for judicious 
irrigation. 


"The fact remains, however, that tho 


farmers there must yet learu consider- 
able about irrigation before they can 
niREe a success of it. They have their 
lauds checked up in the old fashioned 
way of contour checks, and eome of 
these contain as much as sixty acres. 
Of course to Hood snch a large piece of 
ground at oue time ia a difficult matter, 
and even here around Freeno, where we 
havo an ample supply of water, the 
standard check is only half an acre. 


"The Madera farmers will have to cut 


up their big checks into at least y-acre

Raisins 
are our easiest product to manipulate in 
thia way for reasons already explained. 
When prune-raising was mainly concen- 
trated m tbe Santa Clara valley that was 


leu a favorite product with these gen- 
ry. It is now more difficult, not only 
y reaeon of tbe wider diffusion of the 
nduatry, hot en account of the existence 
f the Santa Oiara County Fruit Ei- 
tiaoRe, which ia always quite as well 
nformed of the mar ket conditions as the 
peculators, and promptly informs ita 
uernbersbip. 
There ia no remedy for thia state of 
linga but organization of producers, 
nd the employment as managers of 
horougbly-capable men, who will ueu- 
lly have to be paid good ealaiiea. 
The 


emedy fa available to any community, 
nd growers can take it or leave it as 
hey pleaao.

The Lover of MM. Bradbury Flour- 


ished Revolvers 011 the Train 


aud Sent Queer Telegrams. 


NYuEAVLAXD. Iowa, September 3.—W. 


Ruaeell Ward of Santa Monica, CaL, 
who became notorious a abort time ago 
through bia connection witb the elope- 
ment of Mr*. Bradbury, wife ol the 
California millionaire, John Bradbury, 
met bia death near heie this morning 
by falling or jumping from tbe eaat- 
bonnd overland limited on tlio North- 
western railway. Hit body waa picked 
up two hours after bia death and now 
lies at the city hall awaiting disposition 
by frienda. 


At 5 o'clock thia morning the craw of 


a weetbound freight train on tbe North- 
western rond discovered tbe remains of 
a man attired in a anil of underdosing 
lying by tbe double tracks about balf a 
mile west of this plate. The body was 
picked up and later conveyed to the 
depot. The dead man waa apparently 
about thirty-live yeara old. Tuere waa 
nothing about the body to disclose ita j 
identity, but later it was learned that 
the dead man was W. Kuaeell Ward, 
and that be bad been a passenger on I 
the overland limited. 
I 


Ward's ticket from San Franciaco to | 


New York was found on the clothing. | 


There are two theories accounting for j 


the cause of death, one being that he ; 
committed suicide by throwing himself i 
from the car when the train waa running 
at a rapid rutu; the other that he aroae 
from hia bortb in the Bleeping car, and 
mistaking the veatibule door for the 
door of the toilet room, stopped off the 
swiftly moving train to hie death. Ho 
•was untouched by the wheels, but his 
hip was broken and the ineana of hia 
iiiBtant death waa apparent from an 
ugly wound in the forehead. The body 
wae otherwise badly bruised. The cor- 
oner returned a verdict of accidental 
death. 
According to the train officials Ward 


had been acting peculiarly during a 
greater part of the trip. 


Ward boarded the train at 5.30 Mon- 


day evening and was aligned to draw- 
ing room .No. 2 and had tickets through 
to Chicago. He did not display much 
money, and waa dressed in a new suit o£ 
black clothes. 


Early yesterday morning be began tn 


ahow eigoa of insanity. He flourished 
two revolvera on the train several times 
and almost created a panic among the 
passengera. He told the conductor who 
he waa and at nearly everv atop the 
train made he would get off and send 
irrational telegrams. 


MENTALLY UNBALANCED. 


Ward's Los Angeles Friends Were 


Not Surprised. 


Los AXCKLES, Septembers.—The news 


of the euicide of 'W. Russall Ward, who 
gained notoriety by hiB indiscreet atten- 
tions to and final elopement with the 
wife ot Jobn Bradbury, the youug mill- 
ionaire of JjOB Angeles, was not a 
gather a surprise to hia most intimate 
frienda of thia city. 


From iuquirlua thin afternoon among 


his friends it appear a evident that he 
waa 
mentally unbalanced when he 


inmped from the train and was killed, as 
is evidenced by a tylepram which he 
eent yesterday to John T. Gaffey, the 
husband of M'rs. Ward's sister. 


The telegram, which was eent from 


Columbus, Net>., having bean dispatched 
when the train which waa bearing him 
east stopped there, clearly showed that 
he waa iu a despondent mood and terri- 
ble etate of mind. It reads as follows: 


"Am liable to be rearrested nt Chi- 


cago. Sea Mrs. Bradbnry. Will return 
when wanted. MUSE see my wife and 
children first." 


The receipt of this incoherent t 


gram caused Ward's frienda much ans- 
ieiy, and while tbey were not altogsther 
prepared for the news of the tragedy, 
thev wera not entirely surprised when il 
was made public. It has boon known 
for EoniB time that Ward haa been drink- 
ing to excess and waa on tha verge of 
collapse.

public 


Ward's death wao a great surprise, and 
tho circumstances of the recent acandal 
were again freely discussed, the senti- 
ment being mingled unconcern and ad- 
verse criticism. Bat many were char- 
itable onoueh to express a won! o£ sym- 
pathy for Ward and many pereona af- 
fected by the recent social scandal. 


It ia said that Mr. ami Mrs. Bradbury 


are at present at the Tojo mines near 
Mazatlan, Mexico. Mra. Ward and f am 
Ily are in England.

ELOPEMENT. 


How Ward First Gained Notoriety 


—Trie Bradbarys in Mexico. 


SAN FRANCISCO, September 3.—W 


Russell Ward, who committed suicide 
by throwing himself from the window 
of the car in which he was traveling 
from this city to Chicago today, firs 
gained notoriety by his very marker 
attentions to tbe wife of the young Lo 
Angeles millionaire, Colonel John Brad 
bury, at Saata Monica, a seaside resor 
BOme eighteen miles from Los Angelei 
As Ward waa a married man and th 
father of a family, hi a flirtation witl 
Mrs. Bradbury caused a rupture be 
tween himself and Colonel Bradbury 
and it was rumored that tbe latter ha< 
•even challenged his rival to fight a duel 
At the same time vague etoriea of a rup 
ture between Colonel Bradbttry and hi 
•wife were 
bruited about, but wer 


Btrenuously denied by Bradbnry. Mat 
ters came to a climax on June 30M 
last, when Mrs. Bradbury eloped with 
Ward to thia city. Upon their arriva 
they startled the community by openl 
admitting their folly and defying pnbli 
opinion by the most Bhamelesa conduct 
Their career, however, waa cut short b 
their arrest opon the charge of adulter 
at the instance of the Society for Fre 
veation of Vice. 


Mrs. Bradbnry was released on he 


own recognizance by Police Judge Low 
bntin default of bail Ward apent on 
night in jail. When the case came u 
for hearing again Mra. Bradbury wa 
discharged and ohe left for ChicBg 
where she was met by her husband, wh 
was en route to Europe with hia mothe 
A reconciliation was eflected and tb 
conple went to New York, whence the 
departed for Mexico, where they no 
are. 


Ward, meanwhile, retnrned to h 


Santa Monica home, bnt returned her 
for trial laat week. When the matte 
came np for bearing on Aaguet 2Gil 
"Ward's attorney raised the point tha 
tbe information against him wat it 
sufficient to warrant hie being held 1 
answer, and on Saturday, August 27tl 
Superior Judge Cook sustained this coi 
tention and ordered that Ward be di 
missed. 


Aa he waa financially embarrassed, 


and in fact had been dependent npon 
the money raised from each jewelry as 
M«. Bradbury had taken with her at 
the time of their elopement, hia wife, 
who waa vtsitinR hia lelaiives in Eng- 
land, eent him the necessary ftmda with 
which to conduct hia defense and defray

"Are the hardships and dangera all 


the newspapers represent them to be? 
Tbey are not. The terrors of the Chil- 
eoot pass, while bad enough, have bean 
greatly exaggerated. One would eap- 
pose from many accounts that the per- 
son making tbe ascent was in constant 
danger of falling and being dashed to 
pieces, when the fact is that with ordi- 
nary care no such accident is possible. 
The terrors of Cbilcoot pass lie entirely 
in the bard work involved in the ascent. 
It ia tbe last mile and a half that is the 
'heart-breaker,' ae the Klondykers pat 
it. It is very hard work making the 
ascent unencumbered, but with a pack 
on one's back it is desperately hard— 
especially tbe last mile and a half.

There are between 5000 aad 6000 at tbat 
place, and not one in twenty will suc- 
ceed ia crossing tbe pasa there, which ia 
in an abominable condition. The road 
is boggy and all cut up and horses mire 
frequently. The pass is lined with dead 
horaefl. The outlook for the people at 
Skaguay ie dark, and many must meet 
their death there. When I left Dyea, 
which was on August 20th, tho wet eea- 
flon waa about setting in and with tbia 
thsre ifl hound to come considerable 
sickness. The reports of tbe prevalence 
of ecurvy have been exaggerated, though 
no doubt there will be some of it after a 
while. Aa yet eueh caees are rare. 


"There ia no doubt at all that there 


will be a great amoant of suffering In 
Alaska thia winter. A man who had 
been in Dawson told me that while theie 
were abont 0000 people at that placs, 
there was food enough for only about 
3000. What the other 3000 will do to 
live is a question that BUggeats anpleaa- 
ant answers. The men at Chileoot and 
Skaguay are living on the provisions 
with which they expected to reach Daw- 
BOD. Those wbo took email outfits will 
be in a pitiable condition when spring 
cornea, while the others, who had bet- 
ter provided for themselves, will have 
to make for tbe diggings with reduced 
stocks of supplies. Captain John Irving 
of tbe Canadian Navigation Company, 
in the coarse of convereation with me, 
expressed the opinion that it was a 
shame to boom Alaska in tbe extrnvti- 
oant manner it waa being done. In 
fact be denounced it aa criminal and 
stated that he was willing to return 
their money to any and all persons who 
bad engaged passage rather than see 
them embark for Alaska- The country 
ia undoubtedly rich in gold, bnt thia 
Tuabis destined to result disastrously 
for many wbo have been lured to the 
north by tbe tales of tbe few who have 
been anccesBful."
